Your contract - 
must be consulted to determine 
which type transaction you had, 

If your transaction is a sale, you 
must report any gain realized, 
which is the difference between 
your selling price and the adjusted 
basis in your property. This ad-. 
justed basis generally will be the 
amount you paid for the property 
less any depreciation you have 
claimed or were entitled to claim 
to the date of sale. However, this 
gain may be postponed in two 
cases, 

The first of these is in instance 
of sale of business property. You 
may elect to postpone such gain 
if you invest the entire proceeds 
of your sale in property that is 
similar or related in use to the 
property it replaces within a 
period which begins on the date 
of threat of condemnation and 
ends one year after the close of 
your first tax year in which you 
realized the gain. 

The second instance of post- 
ponement of gain on a sale is that 
of property which you used as 
your residence. The postponement 
is accomplished by investing: the 
entire proceeds of the sale in a 
new residence within one year 
before or after the sale (eighteen 
months after if you build, rather 
than buy a new residence.) You 
may never deduct a loss on sale 
of a residence. 

If your transaction is an ease- 
ment, rather than a sale, your 
tax status depends upon whether 
granting the easement makes your 
property unusable or deprives you 
of its beneficial use. If so, you 
should treat the proceeds as a 
sale as outlined above. 

If, however, the easement does 
not deprive you of the beneficial 
use of your property, you must 
treat the proceeds as a recovery 
of your adjusted basis in the pro- 
perty, and if such proceeds ex- 
ceed your adjusted basis the ex- 
cess is taxable as a capital gain. 
In such cases you may not elect 
to postpone the gain by rein- 
vestment.

One purpose of the program is 
to identify and define equipment 
needed to supplement Apolo for 
surface exploration hfter. the 
initial manned landings: Although 
there are no approved plans or 
hardware developments for lunar 
expforation beyond . the landings 
included in Project -Apollo, the 
ALSS is believed to be one of the 
quickest and lowest cost systems 
which will permit 14day surface 
missions. 

The ALSS concept makes maxi- 
mum use of Apollo.developed 
svstems. In the ALSS concept a 
Saturn V launch vehicle would 
launch into an earth-moon tra- 
jeztlory a manned Apollo Com- 
mand Module (CM), a Service Mo- 
dule (SM), and a Lunar Excursion 
Module (LEM) modified for un- 
manned delivery of equipment 
from lunar orbit to the lunar sur- 
face. This modified LEM has been 
called a LEM truck. . 

Payloads for lunar service oper- 
ations would be stowed on the 
LEM truck. Following the ALSS 
landing, astronauts would arrive 
in the same area in an unmodi- 
fied Apollo LEM to utilize the 
ALSS payloads in an exploration 
mission.
